bOTE: 


Throughout this Report reference will be made to 
"numismatics", "philatelies", ‘'coins 11 , "medals", 
and "fractional currency". Definitions of these 
* terms as used in the context of tin's report are 
given below: 

b urn'stratic s is the study or collection of coins, 
tokens, medals, paper money, and similar objects. 

Such students or collectors are called numismatists. 

Piiiia t elics is the study or collection of postage 
and imprinted stamps and related objects. Such 
students or collectors are called philatelists. 

Coin s are currency. They may be used in any financial 
transactions and are called coin-of-the-realm - even 
' those coins that are called "commeinorative", made for 
special events and rarely if ever surfacing in the 
market, are nevertheless legal tender unless abrogated 
by law. Coins are. always struck by the IJ.S. government 
at the U.S. Mint: 

iiodals are never currency. They may never be used in 
any financial transactions, ietials are struck- at both 
the U.S. Hint and by private industry. In order for 
a medal to be struck by the U.S. mint it must first be 
authorized by Congress in legislation as being appropriate 
for the occasion and of nationa l significance. 

F ractional currency is paper money used in denominations 
of less than one dollar. The size of such notes are 
generally less than the size of a one dollar bill.

Congress 1 1 cis directed the Cor*ii*«ission to.prepare an overall 
prog ram for coi;ar.a!.:orati ng the Bicentennial of the American 
Revolution, "... and to plan, encourage, develop, and 
,coordinate observances and activities coumoinorating the 
"historical events that preceded and are associated wren, tne 
American Revolution." 

Under this directive a professional group of numismatists was 
selected in 1970 and convened in plenary session as .an Advisory 
Panel on Coins ana Medals under the Chairmanship of Commissioner 
Georoe E. Lang. The Panel acted to determine .broad recommen¬ 
dations for bicentennial numismatic commemorative programs, zc 
be used as policy guidance for development of pertinent Corn- 
Kiss ion resolutions concerning the "-issuance of comwemora*cive 
coins, medals, and stamps", to the President and Congress. 

In making its recommendations, tiie Advisory Panel carefully 
weighed tiie interests of the public, the collectors, private 
enterprise, and*the Treasury Department. All segments were 
queried by correspondence or hearings in i'^s deliberations. 

The intent was to develop the Li centennial numismatic program 
with substantial public participation, while utilizingbotn 
tiie prestige of government facilities ana the versatility oi 
private enterprise to serve the public needs, in the best 
manner possible. 

THE ADVISORY PANEL RECOMMENDS THAT; (l) a change of design to 
Bicentennial Theme be instituted on all coins-of- tne-reaim. 

The Advisory Panel considered this recommendation appropriate 
since the Bicentennial and tiie signiricance oi American heritage 
can be portrayed both comprehensively and aestneticully on cii- 
culatiiig coins. Furthermore, this change is (with two exceptions) 
within the established law which requires that there.snculu be no 
change on any coins for a 25 year period. (Congressional autneri- 
zation is required for exceptions to this.law, e.g., Franklin to 
the Kennedy half-dollar); (2) a commemorative coin be authorized 
specifically for tne Bicentennial which would be both unique in 
design and composition; (Za)consideration should be given to tne 
issuance of a commemorative fractional currency piece in limited. 
numbers; (Zb) phe issuance of a two-dollar bill witn a. Bicentennial 
design/ (4) a Philatelic-numismatic Commemorative piece be issued 
annually for sale to the public for a period of not less than six 
nor more than thirteen years 3 tnis would oeveloo oublic education an 
awareness of the American heritage early in the Bicentennial Era, 















































(5) a National Medal be ctruck by the U.S. Mint . It will be 
singularly identifiable in both obverse and reverse design 
as the official National Medal and be available only for the 
year 1976. The Medal, as approved by the Commission and with 
concurrence of the Secretary of the Treasury, will be struck 
in uniform sizes and of common and precious metals; (C) the 
State Bicentennial Commi-ssion establish State Medals for 
distribution to the public a'ld that these medals be struck by 
private organizations; (7) an Awards Medal should be created 
by. pie Commission 3 struck by private industry in very limited 
quantities, and made of precious metals as a presentation piece 
in recognition of meritorious service . 

The Advisory Panel on Coins and Medals will further convene at 
the request of the Chairman of the Panel to consider design, 
production, and distribution of coins and medals approved by 
the Commission,the President, and the Congress.

RECOMMENDATION: THAT A CHANGE OF DESIGN BE INSTITUTED ON ALL 
COIN-OF-THE-REAIM FOE THE BICENTENNIAL 
ANNIVERSARY (The design changes established 
in 1976 would then he in effect for the statutory 
I'equirerrent of 25 years) 

I. Backgr o und: The Congress in 1890 laid down the Lav/ that the 
design on the coins of the United States could not be changed 
more'than once in twenty-five years. The purpose of this rule 
was to prevent multiplicity of coinage issues and the consequent 
confusion of the public and the facilitation of counterfeiting. 

All circulation coinage (coin-of-the-realm) will have passed 
the twenty-five.year mark by 1976 with the exception of the 1959 
reverse Lincoln Head cent and the Kennedy half-dollar. Any change 

in these two coins would require special Congressional consideration. 

Since many of our coin designs are appreciably older than 25 years, 
and in view of’the forthcoming two-hundredth anniversary of the 
United States, the Advisory Panel recommended a change in design 
(either moderate or complete) to remind all Americans of the 
special significance of 1976. 

II. Agency and Group Positi ons: 'The stand of the U.S. Mint on 
Commemorative Coins has traditionally been against special issues. 

This policy was created in an effort to block general public abuse 
and profiteering from conmemorative issues. The abuse stems almost 
solely from theuniqueness of the single commemorative issue and 
therefore is not necessarily analogous to the recommended change 

in the coin-of-the-realm which in effect would make, a conmemorative 

piece out of every coin struck by the Mint. Actual hoarding of 

these newly designed coins cannot be predicted but the hint has 

reservations, despite the many commemorative medal program envisioned 

to satisfy public need. The collecting societies, private enterprise, j 

(numsimatically oriented) and the public in general seem to desire a j : 

change. Some Congressional members involved in numismatics have also 

expressed a desire for new designs.

They felt quite 
strongly that such- ubiquitous articles in the daily life of all 
Americans would bring the Bicentennial message to everyone.

I. Eack o round: Commemorative Coins have a very strong appeal to 
the public because they are usually official currency, yet 
they are specifically designed for a particular event and, in 
the past, made in very limited quantity in comparison to the 
coins-of-the-realm. The net result is that such commemorative 
coins become much more valuable than their face value and there¬ 
fore are hoarded and used as objects of speculation. Such past 
public reaction to commemoratives places an extreme hardship on 
the U.S. Mint production capacity; therefore, such reaction defeats 
the purpose of the coinage system. 

II. Agency and' Groun Pos itions: The Treasury Department opposes 
the minting of special-event, non-circulating Commemorative Coins. 

The abuses that stem from such Commemorative Coins, however, are 
not necessarily permanent. Commemorative Coins have been produced 
by the Mint in the past for p rivate account where the Commemorative 
Coins were made at the Mint for cost, and delivered to the private 
organization for distribution. This-method of distribution opened 
the way for profiteering and abuse of the commemorative. It has 
been suggested by the Panel that the Commemorative Coin be dis¬ 
tributed by the Mint much the same as its proofsets and therefore 
under public account . (Definition of public account and private 
account on following page.) 

Advisory Panel Vot e: (Reference: Transcript of Proceedings, 
Advisory Panel on Coins a"nd Medals, September 30, 1970; page 110).

IV. Chairman*s Recommendations : The Commemorative Coin would 
provide a beautiful commemorative piece made specifically for 
public consumption. The price would be similar to the proofsets 
and distributed under the same condition. Since the commemoratives 
would be sold by the Mint under public account, the Treasury itself 
would receive seigniorage (difference between cost of production 
and face value). I feel this program has some very good aspects 

to it, and, therefore, I believe it should be passed and the ultimate 
responsibility left with Congress. 






























































DEFIN ITIONS 





"Private account" means that the Commemorative Coins were produced 
at the U.S. Mint and sold to a private organization at the cost 
of production. This organization then distributed and sold the 
coins as they saw fit. 

"Public account" means that Commemorative Coins produced by the 
U.S. Mint would also be distributed and sold by the Mint at or 
near the cost of production with set limits of purchase for each 
buyer.

I* Back g round: Fractional Currency in 50 cent denomination 
could be issued to' commemorate the continental and colonial 
currency used so extensively during the Revolutionary Period. 

Fractional Currency in denominations ranging from 5 to 50 cents 
was also used successfully duritig the Civil War. The issue of 
Fractional Currency would not affect, the regular issues of 
paper currency in which changes in design would not meet with 
approval from the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. Fractional 
Currency would be issued if approved only for the year 1976. 

There is precedence for design changes on regular currency - one 
of the latest being the Canadian Centennial. 

II. Agenc y and Group Positions: The Treasury is very much opposed 
to any change in existing paper currency items, the principal 
reason being the impact that it would have on the counterfeit 
deterrents, the security value of the currency as it exists. The 
Federal Reserve System, through the Board of Governors, has tradi¬ 
tionally been totally opposed to any numismatic prejudice associated 
currency. A more viable proposal would be the issuance of the 
Fractional Currency as a U.S. Note by the Treasury. Legislation, 
however, would be required in either case. 

If it is decided by Congress that there will be a two-dollar bill, 
this would mean it has Federal Reserve endorsement. It would be 
put into the stream of currency through the Federal Reserve System. 

The Secretary of the Treasury would make the design determination, 
hopefully including a Bicentennial connotation.

IV. Ch airma n*s R ecommendat ions: Fractional Currency and the 
two-doTiar bill design changes are two proposals which hold con¬ 
siderable promise for commemorating the Bicentennial in a 
traditional and, at the same time, contemporary fashion. The 
proposals must be well researched, however, as to their advisability 
and feasibility. Therefore, I recommend that we should make 
further investigations over the period of the next 12 months so 
that the President and Congress can consider such ideas based on 
more comprehensive and explicit data.

I. Backnround: A philatelic-numismatic combination is t!ie 
presentation”"of a Commemorative Medal with a Commemorative 
Stamp (usually representing one specific event) in a specially 
•designed envelope which is postmarked and cancelled on the 
eventful date at a‘pertinent, historical location. 

This concept will simultaneously provide a program perpetuating 
the sionificance of the Bicentennial of the nation in a very 
neaninnful and tangible fashion and at the same time will # . 

develop revenues needed to support the activities of the Commission. 

TT Aciencv and Group Positions: This program has the ability to 
develop - revenue for support of Bicentennial programs early in the 
Bicentennial Era, which would help defray some costs and con- 
comitantly portray a Bicentennial message winch would coincide with 
the direction given by Congress. The philatelic-numismatic com¬ 
memorative should be pleasing to the stamp and medal societies 
and the general public for its uniqueness and message. It may in some 
ways reduce the market for private business by virtue of competition 
but should help develop the field of collecting and the consumer 
market overall.

IV. Chairman’s Recommend atio n: The Advisory Panel and ARBC^staff 
have researched this particular program as you may see in PART III.

U.S. MINT. 


I. B ackgroun d: Numerous precedents exist for National Medals. 

The "Medal should be singularly identifiable in both its obverse 
and reverse as the National Medal commemorating American in¬ 
dependence in 1976. The Medal, as approved by the Commission 
and with concurrence of the Secretary of the treasury, would be 
struck in uniform sizes and of common and precious metals. In 
order that sufficient numbers of Medals are produced, the striking 
and stockpiling would begin an adequate period of time prior to 
197G. Distribution of the Medal's would probably begin no earlier 
than duly 4,. 1975, and end on or before December 31, 1963. Various 
outlets for the widest distribution of the Medals as possible will 
be surveyed and reported on for Commission approval. 

II. Agency and Group Positi ons: The Treasury would gladly accept 
"the privilege of striking the National Medal. The U.S. Mint has 

a long history of designing and striking National Medals. Certain 
members of Congress have endorsed-both the concept of a National 
Medal and its striking by the U.S. Mint. Furthermore, the numis¬ 
matic society places greater significance on official issues of 
National Medals produced by the U.S. Mint. The public in general, 
as indicated by correspondence, is seeking a National Medal, Congress 
has included the consideration for a Commemorative Medal in its Bicen¬ 
tennial legislation. Private enterprise involved in numismatics seems 
to reflect mixed emotions concerning the issuance of a National Medal. 
Some believe it is not necessary; others look for its authorization, 
but feel it should be struck privately. 

III. Advisory Pa n el Vote: (Reference: Transcript of Proceedings, 
Advisory Panel on Coins and Medals, September 30, 1970; page 155). 

UNANIMOUS - in favor of the recommendation 

IV. C hairman's' Recommendations: National Medals have been struck 
for many occasions in American history, the 1876 Centennial, the 
Civil War Centennial, and Inaugurations, to name but a few. The 
Bicentennial should certainly maintain the tradition and inspire 
the U.S. Mint to create the finest medal possible.

Ag ency and Gr oup Positions : The State and private sector 
should be encouraged to work together in developing these State 
Medals. Such cooperation would provide fund raising opportunities 
for the States and give excellent business opportunities to the 
private sector and finally, release the U.S. Mint for other com¬ 
memorative programs.

C ONTRACTS: The Commission will be under a con¬ 
tractual agreement with the U.S. Mint (Medals), 
the U.S. Postal Service (Stamps), arid private 
corporations (for packaging and distribution) 
chosen on the basis of a Request For Proposal (RFP). 

III. P RODUCTION : The two primary concerns in the 

production area are: (1) design, and (2) cost. 

The following elements will constitute each annual 
PNC packet: 

* Commemorative medal 

* Commemorative stamp 

* Paperboard packet 

* Plastic sleeve 

* Mailing envelope 

* Information mailers requesting '

* Marketing research mailers

The first design would he based on George Washington and 
the Declaration of Independence. Materials used for the 
production of the package will be traditional in nature 
i.e., parchment paper. Old English lettering, etc. The 
cost of the individual unit is not expected to exceed one 
dollar and fifty cents per unit. Retail value is estimated 
at five dollars per unit. 

DISTRIBUTI ON: Approximately one million solicitation 
mailers wTlf be distributed according to the U.S. Mint and 
other mailing lists. These descriptive mailers and various 
types of publicity should create a considerable number of 
buyers. An organization with Automatic Data Processing (ADP) 
capability'will be charged with the responsibility of filling 
orders, accounting, inventory, and administration of corre¬ 
spondence. A specially appointed financial Advisory Committee 
of the ARBC would oversee these activities. 



V. MARKETING: The public interest in the PMC program would be 
tested by a market research mailer to specific groups, i.e., 
sampling Mint mailing list, COIN WORLD readership, American 
Numismatic Association mailing list, LINN’S STAMP MAGAZINE 
mailing list, and others. 


VI. PUBLICIT Y: No paid advertising is being considered at this 
time. The PNC, by virtue of its being the first official 
commemorative of the Bicentennial Era (plus the first com¬ 
memorative in a distinctive series) should excite the collecting 
society and catalyse favorable public interest.

The observance of the 200th anniversary of the formation of'the United -

my attention, as Chairman of the. House Committee on Rankins and Currency, 
which has jurisdiction over legislation dealing with such matters, that 
consideration is Doing given in the Commission to proposals for bavins either 
commemorative or other coins or national medals, or other numismatic 
materials struck by the Mint as part of the official participation by the 
Department o. the Treasury, on behalf of the American people, in the Eicon- 
tennial programs.
